5* Iictor it was learned that W/0 SEOKIS planned to Viait the 
American iimbaeey coEiBsleaary to purchase some whiskey at which time 
h® waa met by a repraeentatiT© of this office and a brief interview 
vim conducted by (C 3 regarding SBIEIS* activities in Sweden* Brief 
of the Interview as follows t 

3?HJKIS etfited he was on official ieev® orders, but while on 
leave in Sweden h© was also here for the purpose of establishing 
eontacta with certain Lithuanians. SKMIS further stated hia 
coEiraandiag offioer, Captslii J.G, BAIrTA, had not given him specif io 
order® to make such contacts , but on the other iiand had eneouragcd iilia 
to *»piok-up aiiythliig possible of Intelligence istercst'*, Fr^ the 
brief conversation with SSUKIS, who is of Lit huanisa desce nt , he 
claliss to have been a personal friend of onej§HHHHMHMH|lb ooneeming 
whom wo have reported iUlly , for a period of^five yoara* jfhe initial 
and. previous meetlnge took p,lace in Sertsasy and ns mutus.y aeffibero 
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of the vartiinae Litbmnlan aaaergroim A, While in Sweden SHOltlS 
Is openly living at the apartment and has been In 

contact with at least two other Iiithnaiiians here, Daring the 
first day in Sweden he had been observed spending the day at what 
is referred to as the ^headquarters of the hithnanian Eesistanoe 
flpcettp* in StoclcbolJt, Upon oonclnsion of the interrlew he was 
informed by C 'J to diecontimte any intelligence activity and 
was again reminded of the surveillance by the Swedish anthcritiea* 

4« It is clear that these activities will have an adverse 
effect upon t^ ^edihh IS at this time, fhis msy lead to closer 
sarrelllanee of cur aetlvities by the Slides and a general distrust 
for car word ai^ intentioiuiY It is redundant to point cut that 
we will be blaiaed for a perltops accidental birt neverthlcss

5* In the past we have been aware of our principal 
Mthoanian source being contacted in Uermany, but he hao maintained 
that he has not reported to anyone in that area but was merely 
heepii^ up former contaots. At this time we were awaiting receipt 
of a rep ort which was in the process of being prepared by 
jHHMi, We have farther learned that a copy of this report was to 
have been returned to Germany via SHOKIS, thus further extending 
the security risk by carrying latch a document to Germany from 
Sweden, In addition to tbo hazards already pointed out suei^ 
situation could easily lead to false confirxtmtion of a report or 
on the other hand be the basis for considerable distrust 
investigation of the source on our part. We have spent 
considerable effort to keep our contact with certain Litheu^ian 
underground membera from the eyes of the Swedish IS and therefore » 
quite naturally, are most concerned to have that broken by an 
American officer in uniform, 

6, From what is known it would appear jHHHHbis also 
guilty of gross error, but in our opinion this has been principally 
due to the arrival of an American officer, a former friend, and 

an official army representative, 

7, While the exact activities of SHCKIS after depserture 
from our office cannot be assured we feel he may have diecontinued 
Ilia activities in Sweden. However the damage is done and we 
would appreciate any efforts to prevent a recurrence. 

8, While the results of this situation may not be disastrous 
we wish to point out that any repetition end/or continuation of 
this contact would lead to serious embarrassment, 

9, We suggest that Karlsruhe point out to the interested 
or responsible authorities that displaced persons or refugees in 
Sweden are contacted by us in a clandestine fashion, and are also 
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coataoted by tbs loaal affleiaSji. wa haire denied eneh eoatacte 
aiieeesftfaily mtll ti^ abere mentioned Ineldent. It is only 
oatixnil that the local gzonip mould meleoi^ another ooataet trom 
am (xffioial aouree in the ho|^ of obtaining support for their 
aotivitiee* We do not suhaidlse these gronpe and hare no dlreot 
eontrol orer them hut hare heen reoeirizig their reportsi eto* 

I o '^e loeal authorities there is of course no dlstlnetion hetveen 
the rarious ori^BnisaticMss* 

10. Xnoidentally this matter was informally dleeuesed with 
the military attaohd here who adrlaed that SB13KIS did net register 
with him upon mertral in Sweden* 
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
